added. 



Claims 1-18 and 20 .^med «nd«35 U.S.C. §l(a(e) as betag amicipated by 
Simpson ct al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,676,606). 

Claim 19 was objected to as being dependent upon a „jeeted base claim, but 
^vould be allowable if tewitten in independent fbm, including all of the U»i,«io„s ofthe 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The Applicants now turn to the rejection of claims 1-18 and 20 under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(e) as being anticipated by Simpson et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6.676,606). Simpson relates 
to Ultrasonic diagnostic micro-vascular imaging. More particularly. Simpson states that 
"processed echo and flow signals are coupled to an image processor 30 where Uiey are 
scan convened .nto the desired image fonnat and displayed on a display 40 either 
separately or combined" (col. 2. lines 26-29). Scan conversion of pn>cessed echo aid 
flow signals does not generate compounded images. TT^crefore. Simpson does not tca,h 
generation or display of compounded images. 
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Claims 1, 14, and 15 have boen amended ,„ ,«i,e ge«,«,„„ ^ ^ , 
«.mpon„d«i itnagc. As described above. Simpson does no, teach gene«tion o. display 
of a componnded in^e. as «oi,ed i„ amended otainis 1. 14, and 15. Therefor. d,e 
AppUoants respectfuUy s*„i, tba, a^e^led eWn,s .. 14. and 15 are i. condi«o„ 

allowance. ! 

Additionally, claims 2-12, 16-18. a«d 20 depend fh>m independent claims 1 or 15. 
As described above, independent claim, l, H. aad 13 are in condition for allowance. 
Claims 2 and 5-9 have been excelled. Therefore, the Applicants respecllully submit that 
dependent claims 3-4. 10-12. 16-18. and 20 ^r. also in condition for aJIowancc. 

Th. Applicants now turn to the objection to claim 19 a. being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim. Claim 19 depends from independent claim 15. As described abolve. 
independent claim 15 is in condition for allowance. Tl^crefore. the Applicants 
respectfully submit that dependent claim 19 i. also in condition for allowance. 

New claims 2 1 -32 have been added. 

New claims 21-31 depend from independent claims 1 or 14. As described above, 
the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §l02(e) has been oven^omc and independent claims 1 and 
14 are in condition for allowance. Therefore, the Applicants respecttully submit that 
dependent claims 21-31 are also in condition for allowance. 
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New daitn 32 n^cites generation and display of a compounded image. '[ A. 
described above, Simpson does not teach generation or display of a compounded injage, 
as recited in claim 32. n^efore. the Applicants ^spectfUlly submit that new claim 32 is 
in condition for allowance. 



Aocordmgly, the Applicants respectfully submit that claims 1, 3-4, 10-12, and 14- 
32 are in condition for allowance. 

The Applicant, amended the claims of the presem appUcation in an effort to 
advance prosecution, but reserve the right to further argue the original claims or variaxUs 
thereoi' in the present application or any extensions thereof
